“The clear water is 
allowed to flow back into the 
Moira River with 99.5% of 
the arsenic removed and the 
sludge is consigned to a 
holding lagoon where it 
remains in stable cendition 
It is hoped to be able to-find 
someone interested in buy- 
ing this sludge to recover 
the arsenic for commercial 
purposes

Remembering the days of 
mobilization 45 years ago, 
veterans of the famed 
Hastings and Prince 
Edward Regiment will 
gather in Belleville on 

iving weekend, 
continuing their unbroken 
of annual re- 
unions since the Second 
World War. The men who 
formed the infantry bat- 
talion that went overseas 
joined up at Armouries in 
Trenton, Madoc and Picton, 
beginning on Labor Day 
weekend, 1939. A few 
weeks later they were 
concentrated in Picton. 

in December they left for 
overseas, celebrated Christ- 
mas at sea and reached 
Aldershot in England on 


January 2, 1940, settling 
into Maida Barracks in the 
middle of a miserable 
winter. 

Three and a half years of 
training in rural England 
and Scotland prepared the 
Hasty Ps for action. They 
were so much at home in the 
countryside that they were 
called, Plough Jockeys by 
men from city units - and 
the name stuck. 

The Regiment landed in 
Sicily with phe 1st Canadian 
Division fin July, 1943, 
eleven months before the 
D-Day assault on Nor- 
mandy. Fierce action in 
Sicily and Italy and then in 
Holland brought the Regi- 
ment $1 battle honors - a 
record unmatched by any 


other Canadian infantry 
battalion. Although the 
originals of 1959 were 
mostly from Eastern Ontar- 
io, by the end of the war 
there were men from all 
parts of Canada in the 
Regiment, as the’name-tags 
will show,at the reunion. A 
memorial: service on Sun- 
day, October 7 will honor 
the memory of those who 
gave their lives during the 
war and give thanks for the 
contribution the Miljtia has 
made to community and 
country since Loyalist days. 
Men from the region fought 
in the War of 1812. 

The Regiment's  tradi- 
tions are maintained by the 
present Militia battalion

The giant sea cucumber, 
unlike its landlocked name- 
sake, is not a vegetable. It is 
an invertebrate, related to 
starfish and sea urchins. 
According to Dr. Peter 
Fankboner, an SFU biolog- 
ist who studies the animal, 
it is the largest of several 
dozen species of sea cucum- 
ber. 

At slightly over 50 centi- 
metres long, the giant sea

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other species of sea cucum- 
bers, starfish, and sea 
urchins are found in Pacific 
coastal waters, the giant sea 
cucumber is thé most 
valuable commercially be- 
cause of the large amount of 
edible.muscle which can be 
taken from it. 

The cucumber lives on 
the sea bottom, about 15 
metres below the surface. 
To harvest it, divers work a 
zig-zag pattern acroés the 
sea floor, picking /up the 
cucumbers and putting 
them in sacks. The system 
is similar to that used for 
harvesting sponges. 

But harvesting sea 
cucumbers can be messy: 
the animals have the useful 
but unpleasant’ defensive 
mechanish of disgorging a 
sticky mass of intestinal 
material in order to distract 
predators. Although this is 
no defense against divers, 
predators such as lobsters 
make a meal of the 
discarded material, allow- 
ing the sea cucumber itself 
to escape. The loss of this 
material doesn't seem to 
discourage the cucumber, 
which simply grows more. 

Several thousand sea 
cucumbers a day can be 
gathered. Divers are paid 14 
cents for each. The day's 
catch is killed and the thick, 
longitudinal body muscle 
is quick-frozen and vacuum- 
packed for export to mar- 
kets in Toronto, New York, 
and Hong Kong. At the 
moment, almost all the sea 
cucumbers harvested are 
exported to foreign mar- 
kets, where they are sold 


alongside species of *sea’ 


cucumber from Indonesia. 
The cucumbers are fre- 
quently used in Oriental 
cooking, and are said to be 
similar to squid in texture 
when properly prepared. 
Although most Canadians 
have never heard of--let 
alone eaten-- the giant sea 
cucumber, the sea off the 
B.C. coast could be a prime 
location for a large-scale sea 
cucumber fishery. Last vear

To draftproof your home, 
first track down places 
where warm air leaks out of 
the house, or where cold 
winds whistle in. On a 
windy day, the back of your 
hand or a strip of tissue 
paper will detect air leaks 
around doors and windows, 
the top of the basement 
wall, milk or mail chutes, 
electrical outlets or switch- 
es, and from the fireplace.

Silo filling time 


Some people have started 
to fill their silos with corn 
silage already. If this fall is 
like other falls gone by,. 
we'll see some silos runn- 
ing. Because there is always 
some silage that goes in a 
bit on the wet side. 

Part of the problem is that 
we're dealing with some big 
silos these days. Bigger 
silos can mean bigger 
seepage problems when the 
silage is too wet. 

The smaller tower silos of 
days gone by were a 
different story. The recom- 
mended moisture range for 
silage going into a 12’ x 40° 
silo is 68% - 72%. The same 
as a horizontal silo. So these 
small tower silos don’t pack 
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But the recommended 
moisture range for a 20° x 
60' tower silo is 64% - 68%. 
That's quite a difference 
when we're waiting for the 
field to dry down. 

And the recommended 
moisture range for a 24° x 
80" tower silo is 60% - 64%. 
So the bigger the silo, the 
more packing takes place in 
it, squeezing the juices out. 

This seepage is an acid. It 
eats away at the walls of a 
tower silo. And wet silage 
freezers harder, putting 
more stress on the silo 
unloader. This seepage 
contains soluble carbo- 
hydrates, and can represent 
a loss of up to 20% of the 
feed value. 

Just as important, corn 
silage over 70% moisture 
presents a problem when it 
comes to getting enough dry 
matter into the dairy cow. 
Even though cows usually 
like eating immature silage, 
they can't eat enough to get 
the dry matter they need for 
good production. There's 
too much water in it. 

1 think more farmers 
should think about getting a 
moisture tester. When we 
look at the costs of a silo, 
unloader and harvesting 


. equipment, the sost, of, a.

small. And a real good 
investment.

The wetlands

A long-simmering wet 
land vs. drainage dispute in 
the Brockville region of 
eastern Ontario literally 
exploded during the sum 
mer. Sometime in July, 
vandals, as yet unappre- 
hended, walked onto local 
resident Jane Topping’s 
property and dynamited a 
network of beaver dams 
impounding what's known 
as the Glen Elbe wetland. 


The issue goes back a 
number of years and has 
deeply divided residents of 
Elizabethtown Township in 
eastern Ontario, Jane has 
voiced the local opposition 
tothe proposed Glen Elbe 
drain because it would 
sacrifice her wetland and 
threaten downstream water 
quality for no clear overall 
agricultural gain. Her fears 
are widely shared by the 
expert opinion and research 
of Environment Canada, the 
Ontario Ministry of Natural 
Resources and the Catara- 


_ qui Conservation, Authority. 


Each agency has a repre- 
sentative on the technical 
committee which approves 
drainage proposals for the 


‘9/% federal-provincial sub- 


sidy that has been available 
in eastern Ontario. With the 
committee deadlocked for 
ovef.a year and the drainage 
engineer's bill rising with 
each new report produced in 
a lame attempt to answer 
the committee's concerns, 
the patience of some drain 
proponents apparently gave 
out. They decided’ to take 
the law into their own hands 
and eliminate what <has 
appeared as the number one 
obstacle—Jane Topping’s 
wetland. 

Damage to the wetland 
and its fish and wildlife 
need not be permanent. 
With new beavers to restore 
the dam and water levels, it 
may spring back heakhier 
than ever in a short time. Of

No other 
cause comes to mind where 
parties to a land-use contro 
versy in this province have 
chosen to argue their case 
with dynamite. Conserva- 
tion organizations are com- 
mitted to resolving such 
conflicts through more open 
and balanced public discus- 
sion. The blast at Glen Elbe 
is a slap in the face to this 
effort. And even the sligh 
test hint of its success as a 
pressure tactic would spell 
far greater disaster still. 
Amazingly, that possibili 
ty still remains, since 
neither federal or provincial 
governments have closed 
the- door to a_ potential 
subsidy for the drain, even 
though no money remains in 
their joint drainage fund. 
The issue became purely 
political in the instant of the 
explosion, yet the politi 
cians, especially Ontario 
Agricultural Minister Den- 
nis Timbrell, remain unwill- 
ing to take a stand and 
continue to pass the buck to 
their deadlocked bureaucra- 
cy.rit is nothing short of 
tragic that the expectation 
of eventual public funding 
for the drain has been 
allowed to persist, leading 
the issue to such a 
dangerous climax and cast- 
ing the provincial commit: 
ment to wetland protection 
as something of a bad joke. 
Conservationists have re- 
peatedly urged both federal - 
and provincial governments 
to restrict subsidies for 
wetland destruction as a 
basic principle of their 
commitment to protect this 
dwindling habitat. At the 
same time positive incen- 
tives, such as taxation relief 
for wetland owners is also 
required.

The lift lock is a landmark 
on the 386 kilometre Trent- 
Severn Waterway, a Parks 
Canada Heritage Canal, 
which links Lake Ontario to 
Georgian Bay.

Plans 
for the development of the 
site began in 1979 with the 
joint acquisition by the City 
of Peterborough and Parks 
Canada of 11:7 acres of

Soil conservation 


$25 million budget 


Educational and advisory 
services on soil conservation 
and soil and crop manage- 
ment are bow being given 
special emphasis, Agricul- 
ture and Food Minister 
Dennis Timbrell announced 
September 25 in Wellington 
county, ; 

Timbrell was speaking 
at the International Plowing 
Match to say this new 
assistance will cost $600,000 
a year from existing bud- 
gets and will require an 
expanded field staff of 14 
contract specialists over the 
next year. 

The enhanced advisory 
service is part of the 
ministry's five-year Soil 
Conservation and Environ- 
mental Protection Assist- 
ance Program; this $25 
million initiative, imple- 
mented last year, success: 
fully addresses problems of 
erosion and waste leakage, 
through physical structures, 
such aS manure storage 
tanks. 

‘The program has creat- 
ed greater awareness about 
the devastating effects of 
erosion which causes losses 
of about $68 million each 
and every year in agricul- 
tural productivity,’ said 
Timbrell. ‘“These losses are 


due in part to poor soil and 
crop management practices. 

“The improved education 
service will try to remedy 
this situation by advising 
producers on better soil and 
crop management and soil 
conservation for better pro: 
fits.”” 

Run-off from agricultural 
lands has also contributed 
greatly to water quality 
problems both in the Great 
Lakes and local inland 
waters. This advisory pro- 
gram should help to reduce 
the levels of phosphorous, 
bacteria and sediment in 
these waters by encourag- 
ing improved erosion and 
conservation tillage 
methods. 

‘‘This service actually 
had its genesis,’’ said the 
minister, ‘‘as our contribu- 
tion in a recent co-operative 
effort with the Ministries of 
the Enviroriment and Nat- 
ural Resources to find ways 
to ‘improve water quality in 
the province.” 

The program staff for the 
advisory service will 
located in seven of the 
province's most erosion 
prone areas, where it is 


becoming increasingly vital ‘ 


to maintain cropland pro- 
ductivity.

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Electricity aids nerve

Sciemtisis at the Univer: 
sity of Toronto have shown 
fdr ithe first time that 
electrical current can pro- 


mote nerve growth in 
mammais. Their work may 
be another step towards 
solving 2 major medical 
problem.-how to regenerate 
injured or severed nerves 
Dr. Bruce Pomerantz. 
Professor of Zoology at the 
University of Toronto, says 
that, although the effect of 
electrical stimulation on 
nerve growth has been 
demonstrated in lower ver 


tebrates such as frogs and- 


eels. thir is the first time the 
phenomemon has been 
documented with mammals 

Dr. Pomerantz used rats 
in his experiments. The 
hind legs of rats have two 
main nerves: the sciatic 
nerve and the saphenous 
nerve. The saphenous nerve 
carries messages to and 
from the inner edge of the 
leg. from the groin to the 
big toc. The sciatic nerve 
does the same ‘for the outer 
side of the leg and the four 
remaining toc, 

The sciatic nerves of 60 
anaesthetized rats were 
severed and tied off to 
prevent regeneration. The 
rats were then each assign 
ed to one of five groups, 
depending upon the type of 
electrical stimulation they 
would receive, One group 
was stimulated with nega 
tive direct current (D.C.). a 
second received positive 
OC: @ thed group was 
<umulated with alternating 


urrent (A-C.). Two control

Ontario mt and 
local officials gathered at 
the Sault Ste. Marie airport 
Monday, September 17th to 
welcome back an old friend. 
« The ceremony dedicated 
a restored 1930 Fairchild 
KR-34 -- a vintage three: 
place biplane -- that will be 
rejoining the provincial air 
fleet after an. absence of 
almost 40 years. Natural 
Resources Minister Alan 
Pope : presided over the 
ceremony. 

“Ontario's air fleet has 
maintained a. proud history 
ever since its inception in 
1924, and the KR-34 -- the 
first aircraft ever used in 
aerial waterbombing exper- 
iments -- symbolizes an era 
of aviation that was instru- 
mental to resources man- 
agement in Ontario,’’ Mr. 
Pope said. 

“Today we know the 
importance of fire manage- 
ment, to balanced forest 


‘management, and we are 


continually upgrading and 
updating our fire manage- 
ment capabilities,”’ he add- 
ed. 

The Fairchild KR-34 
which has been restored to 
airworthy condition as part 
of the Ontario Provincial Air 
Fleet's 60th Anniversary 
celebrations -- has a special 
place in Ontario's aviation 
history. 

It first saw service with 
the OPAS in 1931. It was 
stationed in Algonquin Park 
for several years, and then 
transferred to the Tema-

There are alternatives to 
tap water and recent stat- 
istics show that many 
people are switching to 
bottled water. Last year in 
Canada alone, 59.5 million 
linres of bottled water were 
consumed with sales valued 
at $36.4 million, an increase 
of $10.1 million over 1982. 
One of the reasons consum- 
ers are attracted to bottled 
water is because many 
provide a mineral content 
analysis on the label. This 
way consumers can examine 
what they are drinking. 
Natural Spring Water 

There are four basic 
categories of bottle water 
Spring water is a water 
which comes out of a natural 
spring. Most spring water is 
naturally filtered through 
glacial rocks and layers of 
sand and clay. Acquiring 
minerals from the nature of 
the soil, sand or clay 
through which they pass, 
some waters will be heavier 
in mineral content than 
others 

Boitled spring water 
such as Evian Natural 
Spring Water “is a crystal 
Tlear, soft, mild drinking 
water.

Mineral Water * 

Natural mineral water 
normally has a higher min- 
eral content than spring 
water. It is found in 
underground springs or 
wells and is usually natural- 
ly carbonated. Some manu- 
facturers will add increased 
amounts of carbon dioxide 
under pressure to the water. 
In this case the water is no 
longer ‘‘natural’’. Some

Purified or treated water 
(processed) that comes from 
many of the same sources as 
public supply water 
(stream. well or -tap} is 
simply bottled after purifi 
cation and sold across the 
counter 

Distilled water is boiled to 
remove its impurities and 
turned to vapor, The vapor 
is then converted back to 
liquid. This water is not 
used for drinking but for 
such things 4s rinsing 
contact lenses.

this world like a broken 
bone,’’ said Madoc Fireman 
Larry Carswell wryly. 

After ten days in the 
hospital, Larry returned 
home last week to a future 
of rest and recuperation. He 
was injured October 1, at 
the all-night fire on Durham 
St. 

Early in the fire, Larry 
was on a ladder about eight 
feet up, assisting another 
fireman with a hose. A 
shower of bricks fell, hitting 
him square on the helmet 
and driving him to the 
ground. After hitting the 
sidewalk, more bricks fell to 
completely cover him. Se- 
conds later he was dragged 
clear by nearby men.

bones heal fast,” 


Larry recounted his first 
days in Belleville General 
Hospital with obvious relief. 
He spent days in a blur of 
agony, while doctors 
watched. for complications. 
It wasn't until October 3, 
that they took him in for 
surgery on his leg. The right 
shin, broken in two places, 
was wired together and his 
left ankle was screwed into 
place. The ankle was 
dislocated during the acci- 
dent and associated liga- 
ments and cartilege were 
torn. The screw will even- 
tually be removed, but the 
wire will stay with Larry for 
life. 

“Tendons and muscles,

Doctors say they plan to 
remove the pin from his 
ankle in six to eight weeks 
and then therapy will begin. 
It is uncertain what type of

Larry said doctors would 
not commit themselves as to 
whether he will walk nor- 
mally again, or be able to go 
back to heavy work. 

‘His words were that ‘it 
is a bad break’,"’ said Larry.

He said since 
his accident, a variety of 
aches and pains have 
cropped up. 

“Things just come back 
on you after,’’ he said. 

Larry is a father of three 
children. His wife, Donna, 
said she was at their home 
on Di Street when 
word came of her husband's 
accident. It wasn't until she 
reached the hospital that 
she found out the full 
extent of Larry's injuries. 
“Everybody has been 
good. If it wasn't for the 
town people, it could have 
been worse,’ said Donna.

Sidney promotes farm safety with awareness night 


Constant exposure to 
emotional crisis by actors in 
the movies and on TV 
somewhat desensitizes us to 
the impact of tragedy in our 
own lives. The people in the 
Farm Safety Association's 
film shown at the Sidney 
Township Hall last Wed- 
nesday evening were not 
actors. They were members 
of farm families that had 
gone through the agony of a 
farm related accident that 
had either taken a member 
of their family from them or 
left them permanently crip- 
pled. Farm accident fatali- 
ties over the last six years 
total 185. That is an average 
of 31 deaths per year on the 


job. 
Many of those inter- 
viewed for the film had 


either an arm or a leg torn 
off by a powerful farm 
machine connected to the 
PTO. Usually the reason for 
the accident centred around 
saving a few seconds during 
the rush of harvest. Cutting 
through between machines 
rather than-taking the time 
to walk around cost one man 
his arm when he slipped on 
a wet surface and fell into a 
harvester. With remem- 
bered emotion filling his

These people agreed 
to do it for one reason and 
that was in the hope that 
their message would save 
someone else the anguish 
they have experienced in 
their own lives because of a 
farm accident that hap- 
pened in haste, but can 
never be erased. 

About twenty-five area 
farmers took some time out 
of their evening to see the 
film and talk about their 
safety around the farm. 
There is no doubt that the 
evening will have a lasting 
impact on their approach to 
farm chores and hopefully 
through awareness semi- 
nars like this the statistics 
can be dropped dramatical- 
ly.

CHSS Martial Arts Club News 


By BOB WALTHER 

One of the most impor- 
tam features of our child- 
ren’s martial arts program 
is the teaching of certain 
safety rules applicable when 
a child is dealing with 
strangers in the street. 

We feel that an aware- 
ness of these types of safety 
precautions can be taught 
by concerned adults to 
youngsters the same way as 
traffic rules are taught. 
Most of these rules have 
been applied to the self 
defence classes that our 
Black Belt group has been 
teaching in the Quinte area 
for several years now. Of 
course, you may have some 
of your own that you could 
add. Please do so. That's 
the point. Any method, be it 
through a self defence class 
or, through a newspaper, 
that may start you thinking 
about self defence precau: 
tions and discussing it with 
your children, we feel is 
entirely justified. So here 
they are - 10 rules to start a 
child thinking: 

If a stranger asks you for 
help and wants you to go 
with him to find his “‘puppy 
dog’ or something else he 
has lost - DON'T. GO. If it’s 
really serious, he can ask 
the police or another adult 
for help. 

Let your mom or dad 
know if you are going out, 
where you are going and 


when you will be back 
home. 

Go with friends when 
possible. 


if you think a stranger is 
following you, stay with 
your friends. or go into a 
store, or someplace where 
there are a lot of people who 
you think will help you, and 
ask for help. , 

Always know how to spell 
your name, know your 
address, your telephone 
number and area code, and 
the name of the city or sown 
you live in. BAER 

Stay close to your rhom or 
dad in places where there 
are a lot of people and you 
could become lost if separ- 
ated, such as a shopping 
mall, sports stadiums, fairs, 
big cities, etc. 

If you are lost at a mall, 
stay inside and go into one 
of the stores t6 ask for help. 
Ata fair or at a game, go to 
someone who works there or 
to where the tickets are 
sold, and ask for help. 

If an adult has bothered 
you, tell your mom and dad, 
teacher, or any other adult 
you trust RIGHT AWAY. 

Try to remember what the 
adult who tried to bother 
you looked like and what he 
was wearing. 

Ask your mom and dad, 
teacher or friendly adult 
what to do to be safe when 
you are going out.

The 
meat is sold ready-cut into 
bite-size pieces, as that is 
the wdy it is served at the 
tables. Although $180 mil- 
lion worth of pork was sent 
to Japan last year, it was 


surprising to learn that the ' 


people cat only 1.8 pounds 
of pork per capita in a given 
year ; 
Stressing that Japan is a 
fascinating country to visit, 
Mr. Farrell told abour 
several interesting customis 
and food habits with a bit of 
humor. It was surprising to 
learn that less than 1 per 


_cent of the people of that 


country are Christian, and 
yet the respect of other's 
property makes it so that 
there are virtually no thefts 
as evidenced by the rows of 
over 200 bicycles at one 
time left unchained on the 
streets. He said the streets 
are very safe - one could 
walk through the streets of 
Tokyo, which has a popula- 
tion of 14 million, at two 
o'clock in the morning and 
feel very safe. 

A visit to a grocery store 
there showed hamburg sell- 
ing at $7 a pound, tender- 
loin $12 to $14/Ib., steaks at 
$20 to $25/ib. and straw- 
berries at $6 per dozen.

THIRTY YEARS AGO 

October 21, 1954— 
Hurricane Hazel, which 
struck southern Ontario last 
Friday night and caused 
such suffering and loss of 
property in the Toronto 
area, hit Madoc at the peak 
of the storm at 1] p.m. At 
Toronto it is expected the 
death total will be over 80 
and property damage is 
estimated at $10,000,000. 
At Madoc there was little 
rain compared to other parts 
of the province, but high 
winds disrupted hydro and 
telephone service, blew 
down hundreds of trees and 
caused minor damage to 
many buildings. 

A large tree in front of the 
home of the late Dr. 
Eagleson went down, taking 
with it hydro wires on both 
sides of the street and 
completely blocked Durham 
Street. Large trees of Mrs. 
Fraser Aylesworth's lawn 
were uprooted leaving the 
property resembling a jun- 
gle, windows were broken 
in her home and her lawn 
was a complete mess. 

The village was without 
hydro for a total of 17 hours. 

When Wm. Blair, well 
known Madoc Township 
farmer, failed to return to 
his home at dark last 
Sunday evening, relatives 
and neighbors became wor- 
ried and a search party was 

nized to look for him. 
Mr. Blair had left his home 
late in the afternoon to look 
for cattle on his farm and 
see what damage the storm 
had done. He became lost in 
the woods and when dark- 
ness settled he couldn't fine 


his way home. 
By 10:15 when he was 
found, nearly 100 men,

In 
this first block 167,000 trees 
were planted. The bulk of 
these were white pine which 
went in under scattered 
poplar and other hardwood 
species. Red pine was 
planted in the small clear- 


At the close of the last 
century the logging industry 
in Southern Ontario had 
reached its peak. Many of 
the older generation living 
today tell of rivers choked 
with logs as far as the eye 
could see—this was the 
hey-dey of the White Pine 
industry. To a few far- 
sighted individuals the 
wholesale harvesting of this 
valuable timber species was 
an ominous sign for the 
future of the lumbering 
industry. 

Today, we know that this 
prophecy has become a 
reality, but logging alone 
was not wholly responsible 
for the present state of 
these once stately pine 
stands. Numerous fires and, 
the less spectacular but 
more insiduous White Pine 
Blister Rust has taken its 
toll so that forestry experts 
now consider pine as a tree 
of the past as far as the 
lumbering industry is con 
cerned in Southern Ontar 
io~—that is unless some 
steps are taken to help the 
situation, 

In an effort to restore 
some of the pine stands the 
Tweed District has launched 
a pilot stand improvement 
program in Lyndoch Town 
ship about eight miles from 
the village of Griffith on 
Highway 41. 

An oat disease, caused by 
a fungus known as Septoria 
avenac, was first reported 
in the Maritime Provinces in 
1948. Although its severity 
is greatly dependent on 
such factors as time of 
infection in relation to crop 
maturity and on seasonal 
climatic conditions, it ap- 
pears that damage is 
increasing annually. Symp- 
toms of infection are found 
on both the leaves amd the 
stems, but stem infection is 
responsible for most of the 
yield loss in this area.

The list 
of high rolling friends 
through his long career goes 
on and on, yet John Baldry 


has never become a North ~* 


American pop idol with the 
scale of recognition that he 
enjoyed in England in the 
sixties. 

Through the 1970's the 
name John Baldry only 
showed itself when I 
stumbled on it while flip- 
ping down the long row of 
LPs looking for someone to 
suit my mood of the day. On 
his album ‘It Ain't Easy’ the 
first tune on side one calied 
Don’t Try to Lay No Boogie 
Woogie on the King of Rock 
and Roll starts off slow with 
his story of playing music in 
the streets of London in the 
early days (as that was the

only place to play) but soon

Of late Long John Bal 
dry's name has been in the 
entertainment section.of the 
Toronto papers with ap 
pearances at all of the major 
clubs in the city. He spends 
his time in Canada now as 
an escape from some of the 
insanity of British tax 
‘regulations and such but 
since his. ancestors avoided 
the wooden ships and +e 
hopped a jet plane 200 years 
later the Canadian accent 
has not infected him yet eh? 

My one apprehension 
about going to see him was 
the thought that he had to 
be on the skids by now, 
running out of energy with 
the years behind him, and 
probably followed by a band 
that had known better 
times: Instead of this, 
almost the opposite was 
true. His band appeared 
first and let the audience 
know that Baldry tad 
backup that was solid. The 
two tunes they began with 
set the pace for the night 
and pumped up Baidry for 
his arrival in a white suit 
and matching fedora that 
almost brushed the ceiling. 

There is nothing like a 
live performance. Not even, 
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the videos come close to 
putting the energy of the 
personality into the room 
Baldry exudes energy and 
he is a rock- blues performer 
who could make the leap to 
the Shakespearian stage if 
the notion crossed his mind 
His voice is rough, almost 
raunchy with its range 
soaring from an imitation of 
Carol Channing singing 
‘Turn on Your Love Light’ to 
a breaking low that only 
sounds better as it shatters 
in the depths of his. own 
tune called ‘High and Low’ 
Whatever forces have 
driven Baldry on in his long 
musical quest are _ still 
burning strongly. He passes 
his passion for life on to the 
audience through songs like 
“Walk, Me Out in the 
Morning Dew" then drives 
the hyrocrises home in 
“Don't Pick Your Nose on 
Sunday, You Won't Find 
God Up There” and ‘‘Let’s 
Burn Down the Cornfield’. 
His emotions are strong in 
every song and the audience

There is no doubt, John : 


Baldry is alive and well in 
1984 and still doing what he 
loves the most. He lets: his 
soul and heart out through 
his music and this rare treat 
for our area was refreshing.

grams are also in place for 
libraries and community 
information centres. 

The “‘Organizational De- 
velopment" program will 
continye to permit Ministry 
clients and its agencies to 
apply for the funding of 
management and marketing 
studies and marketing acti- 
vities. These will stress 
streamlined management 
and aggressive marketing 

programs. Clients of the 
Ontario Arts Council who 
receive on-going funding 
will also be eligible. 


Another reinstated pro- 
gram will help groups 
purchase portable equip- 
ment and resource ma- 
terials such as audio-visual 
aids, equipment to meet 
museum standards, micro- 
computers and software. 

The ‘Heritage Book De- 
velopment’’ program will 
allow Ministry. clients to 
produce histories of their 
communities and organiza- 
tions. The . ‘‘Multilingual 
Translation and Interpreta- 
tion’’ program will assist 
groups in the translation of

ture. The ‘‘Multicultural 
and Citizenship Materials" 
category funds print and 
audio-visual materials 
which promote citizenship 
in a multicultural society 
and which helps preserve 
Ontario's cultural heritage.

Harrop teaches in London 
A British experience 


By STEVE GOMBOS 

“I believe the Ontario 
education system is very 
good...1 think people in 
Ontario value education, 
and are willing to pay the 
price for better education,” 
says Centre Hastings 
Secondary School (CHSS) 
teacher Crichton Harrop. 

During the last school 
year, Harrop worked at 
Langdon School on the east 
side of London, England, 
teaching English to 12 and 
13-year-olds, who would be 
at the grade eight and nine 
levels here. 

‘Their English develop- 
ment is a little stronger than 
here, mainly because they 
tend to study pieces of 
literature that we would 
consider high school mater- 
ial, at a younger age,” says 
Harrop. 

All things considered, 
Harrop says the educational 
system in Britain is not 
better than Ontario's, just 
**different’’. He says teach- 
ers’ salaries are much lower 
in England, which has a 
tendency of lowering the 
quality of staff. 

“There are 
teachers at the 
schools too -- but the overall 
picture, in my opinion, is we 
have higher quality staff," 


with unemployment run- 
ning at 25 per cent among 
‘residents 16 to 25 years of 


age. 
Overall, Harrop feels 
easily

We've come a long way since that nos- 
talgic era, says Car Care Council 

Nevertheless, many components will 
retain their essential roles in most automo- 
tive engines for a long time to come. The 
spark plug, for .cxample, continues as the 
most frequently replaced part in a tune-up 

The distributor cap and rotor today are 
replaced as frequently as they were 10 
years ago. The air filter, in fact, has in- 
creased in replacement frequency 

And nearly half the cars on our nation’s 
highways still have conventional distribu- 
tor points and condenser, thereby requir- 
ing more frequent tune-up service 

Advancements in technology, including 
electronic ignition, computerized engine 
controls and unleaded gasoline have re- 
sulted in longer maintenance intervals on 
some parts and sysiems 

People who do an unusual amount of 
stop-and-go driving, or whose tips aver- 
age under 10 miles may fall into the “se- 
vere service” category. This kind of 
driving, combined with extreme weather 
conditions and/or trailer towing may call 
for more fréquent servicing of the car. 
Check the owner’s manual, suggests Car 
Care Council, pointing out that extended 
maintenance 1s not for everyone 


Service techniques are changing, too 
The traditional tune-up has evolved into a 
procedure described as an engine per- 
formance analysis. 

What's the difference? Instead of rou- 
tinely replacing things like the points. con- 
denser and plugs, the technician must 


make a thorough diagnosis of what's caus- 
ing hard starting. poor performance, re- 
duced fuel economy or increased 
emissions. He can no longer replace some 
parts and make a few simple adjustments 
to get the engine running like new, 

If you're experiencing engine prob- 
lems, you may or may not need servicing 
of one of the sub-systems. The ignition 
system, the fuel system and the emission 
control systems must all work in close har- 
mony with one another. That's where ac- 
curate diagnosis comes in. 

What also will help is your ability to 
communicate with your mechanic so he 
can isolate and diagnose a specific prob- 
lem. Give him as many details as possible. 

For instance, if the engine hesitates, 
when does it happen? When the engine ts 
cold? When it’s warmed up? When accel- 
erating? Tell him if you hear any Noises. 
And try to describe the noises. Is there a 
pop, bang, rattle, ping or whirr? 

The more information you can provide, 
the quicker and more accurately the tech- 
nician can isolate the problem, repair it 
and get you back on the road. 

Don't just drop the car off and ask fora 
tune-up then expect miracles. The tune-up 
may have been considered a panacea in the 
past, but today, the service requires accu- 
rate diagnosis. 

The tune-up isn't extinct. says Car Care 
Council. It has just evolved and become 
more complex. 

By telling the doctor where it hurts, you 
help him make an accurate diagnosis. The 
same goes for your mechanic.

A nationwide survey of repair shop 
mechanics reveals vast disagreement 
with the scheduled maintenance tn- 
tervals recommended by auto manu- 
facturers. 

According to Motor Service maga- 
zine. more than 75 percent of the 
professional mechanics said that auto 
manufacturers’ recommended ser- 
vice intervals for their late-model cars 
are too far apart. Less than one in four 
of the mechanics agreed the intervals 
were “about right.” 

in addition, says the magazine, “In 
every Maintenance category men- 
tioned on the questionnaire, mechan- 
ics always recommended more 
frequent service intervals than the au- 
tomakers.”. These categories ranged 
from oil and oil filter changes to re- 

yplacing windshield wiper blades.

The magazine concluded its survey 
report with one additional comment 
from a mechanic with 30 years expe- 
rience in the repair business. 


“Extended service intervals only 
encourage neglect and bigger prob- 
lems down the road.” the mechanic 
Stated. “The cooling system is a prime 
example. Most motorists only think 
about it afier they've burst a hose.”

TORONTO -- Motor vehicle 
fatalities over the first six 
months of 1984 were down 
18.1 per cent against the 
same period last vear,” said 
Ontario Minister of Trans- 
portation and Communi- 
cations JamesSnow. 

During the January-June 
period this year, 430 people 
were killed on Ontario 
roads -- down from 525 in 
the first half of '83. 

"The 1984 figuret re- 
present the lowest six- 
month fatalit, tetal. since 
1960 and can be attributed, 
at least in part, to the imp- 
act of anti-drinking/ driving 
campaigns,” Snow said. 

"| suspect society at 
large is no longer willing to 
accept or tolerate people 
who drink and drive. It's 
been a long time coming, 
but I’m convinced it’s a 
critical factor.” 

And statistics from the 
Ministry of Revenue show 
fuel consumption’ during 
the first four months of the 
vear was up 3.5 per cent 
over 1983, a common indi- 
cator that Ontario residents 


are driving more. 

"Oddly enough, an incr- 
ease in fuel consumption 
usually goes hand-in-hand

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New provincial park 


From the rolling farm- 
lands around Charleston 
Lake and the maple syrup 
country of Delta, back 
through the white pines and 
rock outcrops at Jones Falls 
and clear back to Foiey 
Mountain overlooking 
Westport, they all knew Jim 


Auld. 


And he knew them 
usually by their first names. 

For 28 years, he was their 
favorite provincial politician 
and this was his favorite 
part of Ontario. Now a long 
stretch of that countryside 
will bear his name. 

James Auld Provincial 
Waterway Park is the name 
of a new park scheduled to 
open within two years in the 
heart of Leeds and Fron- 
tenac Counties. The park 
was dedicated recently by 
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Natural Resources Minister 
Alan Pope and Mr. Auld’s 
widow, Nancy. James Auld 
was first elected to the 
iz 1954 and 


ars. 

The park will extend from 
the shore of Otter Lake on 
the boundary of Frontenac 
Provincial Park -- a half- 
hour's drive north of Kings- 
ton -- to the eastern 
boundary of Charleston 
Lake Provincial Park -- near 
Gananoque. The waterway 
park will include. about 90 
kilometres of lakes and 
rivers. 

From the semi-wilderness 
of Frontenac, canoe trippers 
in the proposed James Auld 
Provincial Waterway Park 
will travel past four villages 
and over cight portages. 
They will pass through 
some of the finest scenery in 
eastern Ontario to Charles- 
ton Lake -- a park that Mr. 
Auld helped establish in 
1975, 

‘It sill be one of the most 
relaxing, scenic, interesting 
provincial parks in the 
province,’’ Natural Resour:

If you recall, the last 
article dealt with 10 specific 
rules for children to follow if 
harassed by strangers in the 
street. That type of thinking 
is based on the belief that 
children can learn how to 
behave in these situations 
just as well as they have 
learned to cross the street 
safely in traffic. 

But what about adults? 
Beyond locking your door 
when you leave the house, 
what precautions do you 
take for your own personal 
safety or the safety of your 
family? 


Normally in our self 
defence classes, we stress 
coming to terms with self 
defence problems before 
they can occur, a type of 
preventive maintenance if 
you wish.

Flood protection criteria 


Province of Ontario sets staridards | 


The. Province of Ontario 
has established new mini- 
mum flood protection criter 
ia, accepting one of the key 
recommendations of the 
provincial Floodplain Re- 
view Committee that con 
ducted public meetings and 
solicited comments last fall. 

Natural Resources Min 
ister Alan Pope announced 
that. the new minimum 
standard will offer the 
people of Ontario protection 
against flood levels with a 
probability of occurrence of 
once every 100 years. 

But the Minister also 
noted that government 
approval of requests from 
municipalities to change the 
existing level of fleod 
protection would be govern 
ed by two overriding condi 
fons 

‘What we propose is to 
consider a reduction in the 
floodplain criteria from pre 


_aenmt levels to the one-in 


100-year standard on a 
watershed basis in any 
region where a significant 
majority of the municipal- 
ities request it."’ Mr. Pope 
said 


‘However, we will not 


support the lowering of the 
flood protection criteria in 
any part of Ontario where 
the past history of flooding 
reveais that higher criteria

,Mr. Pope also said that 
manicipalicies that are satis 
fied with their present flood 
protection criteria are under 
no obligation to change the 
standards 

‘| anr not suggesting that 
we should settle for reduced 
protection from the danger 
of floods, but rather that 
Ontario's floodplain criteria 
should be responsive to real 
jlotal conditions and exper- 
ience. This approach gives 
us the flexibility we need.” 

The Minister indicated 


that responsibility for man- 
aging ‘floodplains will be 
retained by the province's 
$9 consetvation authorities. 

“I prefer that floodplain 
management remain with 
organizations that are based 
on a watershed boundary 
basis, as the authorities are. 
The watershed focus is 
critical. to effective flood- 
plain management,’ he 
said.

Guide to education in Ontario 


When Ontario's 1.7 mill- 
ion elementary and second- 
ary school students went 
back to school this fall, they 
went back to a_ school 
system that is different from 
the one they left in the 
spring, and quite different - 
from the schools that 
educated their parents. 

The on-going and necess- 
ary changes in the prov- 
ince’s system of education 
can make it difficult for par- 
ents to understand what 
happens to their children 
during the 30 or so hours 
they spend at school each 
weck. Well help is on the 
way. It comes in the form of 
a booklet entitled *‘Educat- 
jon: What's In It For You?” 
In effect, it's a consumer's 
guide to primary and ‘sec- 
ondary education in Ontar- 
io. 

Want to know how much 
the province's schools cost? 
How the new credit system 
operates in high schools: 
How to help your child learn 
to read and write? Mini- 
mum amount of time 
required to earn a high 
school diploma? The num- 


- ber of classroom hours that 


must be devoted to French 
as a second language? How 
to get into university after 
four years of high school 
instead of five? The read on. 
It's all there. 

The guide was. prepared 
by the Ministry of Educa 


tion in response to 4

discussion between the 
Mirlister of Education, Dr. 
Bette Stephenson, and re- 
presentatives of two par- 
ent’s organizations, the 
Federation of Home and 
School Associations, and 
the Federation of Catholic 
Parent‘Teacher Associa- 
tions. 

The association leaders 
told Dr. Stephenson that 
their members had difficul- 
ty understahding some of 
the changes that had taken 
place in Ontario education, 
and needed an easily-under- 
stood, jargon-free explana- 
tion of the way the system 
works and what they could 
do to improve their child's 
education. This booklet is 
the result. 

For example, one of the 
major changes in the 
secondary schools involves 
the use of a new credit 
system that sets minimum 
levels of instruction in 
certain mandatory core sub- 
jects: English, French, 
mathematics and science, 
history, geography, the 
arts, physical education, 
social science and business 
or technological studies. 

Slightly more than half of 
a student's time must be 
devoted to those subjects; 
the balance is to be spent on 
‘elective’ courses. 

So far so good. But it is 
imperative that parents 
scrutinize the ‘elective’ 
courses their children select

theme of the Ontario Feder- 
ation of Agriculture's 48th 
annual convention, sched- 
uled for the Skyline Hotel in 
Toronto, November 26, 27 
and 28. 

The strength of the OFA 
comes from its 25,000 farm 
family members.

‘‘Maintaining a weed 
garden is not as easy as it 
would at first seem. Con- 
trary to most gardeners’ 
experience they do not grow 
just anywhere. In fact, the 
most undesirable character: 
istics of weeds is that they 
flourish best precisely 
where you do not want 
them. We have to get them 
where we want them in the 
first place, and then prevent 
them from encroachipg on 
their neighbors,"’ says Pro- 
fessor Alex. 

Some of the weeds are 
sequestered in metal cylin- 
ders sunk well into the 
ground to contain the 
spreading root systems. 
Others must constantly be 
trimmed back to prevent the 
spread of surface roots. A 
poison ivy trimming opera: 
tion a few weeks ago left 
Prof. Alex, one of Canada’s 
leading authorities on 
weeds and their nasty 
habits, with an unwelcome 
crop of blisters. “I was 
wearing proper protective 
gloves and boots and thick 
jeans, and was careful to 
avoid contact wherever 
possible, but the resins 
must have spurted from the 
cuts and penetrated both 
my jeans and heavy shirt. 
and | have been under 
treatment from the doctor 
ever ince. Poison Ivy is 
clearly not to be fooled 
with." 

The University of Guelph 
weed garden is easily 
accessible just off Gordon 
Street near the green- 
houses. The public is 
welcome throughout the 
daylight hours, seven days a 
week, Whatever unidenti- 
fied, unwelcome floral guest 
may have claimed squat- 
ter's rights in your garden, 
you will almost certainly 
find it here - and accurate 
identification is the pre- 
requisite of eradication. If 
your weed is NOT here, 
contact Prof. Jack Alex, he

about it. And beware the 
poison ivy - you can't miss 
it.

and until recently least 
studied, substances. 

The spider also uses this 
dragline silk to make the 
frame and structural sup- 
ports of its web, although it 
can produce other qualities 
of silk for different purpos- 
es. According to Dr. Gos 
line, the web has to be 
strong and stretchable so 
that when a flying imsect 
bangs into it the web can 
absorb the impact without 
breaking. hk must also be 


cy 


very thin, so that the spider, 
who spins the web daily out 
of its own body proteins, is 
not depleted of nutrients 
necessary for its survival. 
Dr. Gosline. who des- 
cribes himself as a biomech- 
anic--someone who is-inter- 
ested in the way natural 
materials are designed 
-- has published his initial 
results in the British scienti- 
fic journal Nature. He found 
that spider silk is made of 
special protein, whose 
molecules have two distinct 
segmems which alternate 


over the length of the 
molecule. 
One segment © contains 


glass-like structures _ which 
are extremely rigid. These 
segments are interspersed 
with folded shapeless 
chains which are elastic. 
The latter, Dr. Gosline 
believes, are what gives 
spider silk the ability to 


stretch before breaking.

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silk is what happens when 
the web gets wet. Dr. 
Gosline describes ig as 


‘similar to a piece of 


spaghetti cooking in boiling 
water and moving and 
twisting all the time. When 
the thread absorbs water, it 
contracts to half its length, 


doubles its volume, and 
increases its clasticity one 
thousand times. 

One. might think this 


contraction would have a 
distressing effect on the 
web every time it rains. But 
the webs are extremely 
strongly anchored and can 
absorb such drastic chan- 
ges. Dr. Gosline says. 
Commercially spider silk 
has largely been ignored in 
favor of silkworm silk, 
chiefly because the logistics 
of raising enough spiders in 


captivity appear over 
whelming. In the early 
eighteenth century, a 


French inventor made some 
gloves and silk stockings 
from spider silk. But the

While Professor Gosline's 
imterests are primarily pure- 
ly scientific, his work may 
have implications for poly- 
mer chemists, whose job is 
to produce more and better 
synthetic fibres. 

Usually, it is difficult to 
increase the strength of a 
material without sacrificing 
its pliability and elasticity.
